The Department of Student Life 
is asking students for input on 
whether the after-hours urgent 
care services at the McDonald 
Health Center should be closed 
down. 

Maren Mouritsen, dean of Stu- 
dent Life, and Ryan Thomas, assis- 
tant dean of Student Life, ad- 
dressed the Student Advisory 
Council with various proposals last 
week. 

The issue is the walk-in clinic 
that is open to students after regu- 
lar hours. The health center stays 
open from 6 p.m. to 8 p.m. each 
night to serve students with emer- 
gencies. 

Thomas said to keep the clinic 
open for two extra hours would 
raise the premium about $6 per 
visit. 

“We see approximately 205 pa- 
tients a day, and out of those only 
five are seen after hours,” he said. 

Thomas said those five patients 
come from three different cate- 
gories: those who could have been 
seen during regular hours, but 
chose to wait because of long lines; 
those that will be referred to Utah 
Valley Regional Medical Center 
because of circumstances that can’t 
be handled at the health center; 
and those that have a genuine acci- 
dent at the end of the day. 

Of the approximately 20 patients 
seen after hours in one week,

“The health center is losing 
money on the insurance business,” 
Thomas said. ! 

Mouritsen said the problem 
with the cost is that not only do 
doctors have to be around to serve 
the patients, but lab technicians 
and other specialists do as well. 

“We either keep a full staff, or 
we risk liability,” Mouritsen said. 

As of right now, Thomas said to 
be seen after hours at the health 
center costs $42. To be seen at 
UVRMC for an emergency costs 
$50. 

In the last two months, the 
health center has cut its after 
hours down from midnight to 8 
p.m., because no patients were 
coming in and it was costing too 
much to stay open. Thomas said to 
keep the walk-in clinic open for 
two extra hours, the premium for 
insurance holders must be raised. 

“There are two alternatives 
that we see,” Thomas said. “Hi- 
ther we hold the premium down by 
closing early and expanding the 
walk-in clinic during regular busi- 
ness hours, or we can raise the 
premium and stay open for those 
extra hours. 

“No matter what, the premium 
is going to go up. The rate of in- 
crease will depend on what hap- 
pens to the clinic.”

He also had multiple soft 
tissue trauma and the concussion, 
said Paul Burnside, public relations 
office assistant at Utah Valley Re- 
gional Medical Center and a BY U stu- 
dent. 

Burnside said Thueson was treated 
at the hospital and released shortly 
after noon.

Attorney questions 
statements’ validity

A judge heard motions on Friday 
by an attorney seeking to suppress 
statements made to investigators by 
a Provo man accused of shooting a 
Provo police officer last July. 

Provo 4th District Judge Ray M. 
Harding said he would give prosecu- 
tors until Nov. 1 to prepare their re- 
sponse to amemorandum provided by 
attorney Gary Weight for Kevin Er- 
icksen, 22, Route 1 Box 11, Provo. 

Harding will then rule on Weight’s 
: motion:to keep-statements Ericksen: 

made toinvestigators the night of the 
shooting and the following day from 
being used in his trial, set to begin 
Novy. 12. 

Ericksen is facing two first-degree 
felony counts of attempted capital 
homicide and one third-degree felony 
charge of aggravated assault. 

Utah County Attorney’s Office 
Deputy Prosecutors John Allan and 
Phil Hadfield said Ericksen’s state- 
ments are important to their prosecu- 
tion of the defendant. 

Weight argued the statements 
made to a Provo investigator the 
night of the shooting were made while 
Ericksen was impaired by alcohol. He 
also said statements made the follow- 
ing day to county detectives should 
not be held against the defendant 
since Ericksen was under the influ- 
ence of morphine and other medica- 


cation if UVCC was not here to 
provide an array of educational op- 
portunities.” 

According to Marty Nielsen, 
UVCC director of foundation, Sparks 
has asked that the college hold the car 
for seven years before selling it.

Anesthesiologist Michael W. Chan- 
dler said the accumulation of the anes- 
thesia given Ericksen during surgery 
the morning of July 7 and the medica- 
tion given him before detectives ques- 
tioned him that night can have an ef- 
fect on a patient.

Sundance 
additions may 
get OK today

The Utah County Commission will 
vote today on whether to approve ad- 
ditional construction at the Sundance 
Recreational Resort. 

The vote comes after a lengthy dis- 
cussion Wednesday at the Utah 
County board meeting. 

Major opposition to the resort ap- 
proval came from Robert Bennion, a 
resident of Sundance. 

Bennion is opposed to the construc- 
tion because his home is 100 feet from 
the boundary line of the construction. 

“Within the last five weeks there 
have been two incursions on my prop- 
erty without my knowledge. 

“The construction workers did dam- 
age and my insurance company has 
estimated the damage at $2,500,” he 
said, 

“During the last several days there 
have been severe fires in Oakland, 
Calif. 

“One reason for the fires has been 
the neglect of potential fire problems 
in the area. 

“In Sundance, there are several ma- 
jor fire violations,” Bennion said. 

“There are no setbacks from the 
road and no proper parking spaces for 
all the developed units,” he said. 

Ronald Stanger, the attorney rep- 
resenting Bennion, said, “The com- 
mission should take time to look and 
address the concerns of the resi- 
dents.” 

Craig Liljenquist is the attorney 
representing Sundance Properties. 

He said there was some confusion 
about whether construction had been 
started without a permit. 

“That is the only legal Coes we 
have had with the council,” Stanger 
said. 
“We have addressed all Mr. Ben- 
nion’s concerns and your planning 
commission has approved the plan,” 
said Randy DeChamp, attorney rep- 
resenting Gardner DeChamp.

Hale, like many other students liv- 
ing 100 years ago, didn’t enjoy the 
“modern conveniences” many BYU 
students enjoy today. 

Most women only had three or four 
different outfits to wear to school, if 
they were lucky, said Hale’s daugh- 
ter, BYU archivist Melva Richey. 

“Women with more money would 
wear taffeta slips. The slips would 
rustle when they walked. 

“Some women would tape sandpa- 
per to their knees just so their skirts 
would rustle,” Richey said. 

Richey said women wore high- 
necked, long-sleeved dresses. They 
generally wore their hair piled up in

close friendships, school spirit and a 
place for rebuilding. 

The year 1941 marked many 
changes and advances at BYU — 
some that are still present today and 
others that are not. 

A landmark achievement, which is 
only a memory today, was the con- 
struction of the first Joseph Smith 
Memorial Building. The building was 
dedicated October 16, 1941, by Presi- 
dent David O. McKay. The construc- 
tion of the building was actually set up 
as a welfare project with all of the 
help coming from volunteers. Stu- 
dents were involved toa great degree 
with its construction. 

With the ee of Pearl Harbor 
on December 7, 1941, BYU’s enroll- 
ment dr Sppart ecnsider ably. 

The 1940-1941 school year’s enroll- 
ment was comprised of 2,343 full-time 
day students. The 1941-1942 enroll- 
ment dropped to 1,824. It hit rock 
bottom in 1943-1944 with a total full- 
time enrollment of only 884 students. 

“It was a very strange feeling,” 
said Melva Richey, acting BYU 


archivist. “Most of the boys were 
gone.” 

According to “BY U-The First 100 
Years,” President Franklin S. Harris 
encouraged students to continue with 
their studies as usual, despite the 
war. 

He told them to concentrate on how 
they could use their educations to 
benefit the world in the future, in- 
cluding being able to prevent 
tragedies like war from ever happen- 
ing again. 

Farewell assemblies were often 
held for those called into military ser- 
vice. 

If you imagine student housing is 
just a recent problem, think again. 
Housing was a definite problem back 
then. 

The opening of Geneva Steel Works 
brought flocks of renters to town. Re- 
turning soldiers occupied much of the 
regular university’s housing. 

Boxing was a big hit at the time, 
with BYU actually having an intra- 
mural program established. The 
sport was so popular at the time that 
it was being considered to be adopted 
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Provo 


as a minor competitive sport in the 
Western Division of the Big Seven 
Conference. 

Today, we have an abundance of 
cars and no place to park them. In the 
mid-1940s, cars were scarce because 
money itself was scarce. “We walked 
everywhere,” Richey said. 

“Even when we went to formal 
dances we walked. Unless, of course, 
you could afford a taxi.”

Students 100 years ago not only 
wore different clothes; they also used 
other forms of transportation. 

Samuel Drollinger Moore was in 
the first graduating class of Brigham 
Young Academy. 

According to his autobiography, he 
travelled from Payson to Provo every 
day on horseback to attend Karl G. 
Maeser’s classes. 

His son, Samuel Drollinger Moore 
Jr., also attended BYU and traveled 
by horse and buggy.
